Britain Waits 
Geneva Result 


LONDON (IP)—Prime Minister 


Churchill reaffirmed that Britain 
will avoid military intervention 
n Indo-China until the results 
of the Geneva Conference be- 
come known. 


In a statement to the House 


of Commons, the prime minister 
also emphasized that Britain will 
make

decisions 
regarding 
SEATO—the proposed 10-nation 
military alliance for Southeast 
Asia—until the Geneva1 confer- 
ees succeed or fail. 


"Our immediate task is to do 
everything we can to reach an 
agreed settlement for the resto-

their privileges or immunities. 
The cases decided involved 


five states: South Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, Kansas, Delaware and the 
District of Columbia. 


But 
lawyers said a ruling 


against segregation would affect 


total of 17 states which have 


laws requiring separation of the 
races in schools, plus three other 
states having laws which permit 


-but 
do not require—segrega- 
tion.
